Fake  I.D.s  used  to  commit  robberies

Incidents  involving  false  iden¬ 
tification  and  robbery  have  been 
turning  up  in  the  Richmond 
District  over  the  past  several 
months. 


In  June  the  California  Court 
of  Appeals  sent  a  city  housing 
plan  that  was  scant  on  public 
feedback,  particularly  from  the 
west  side,  back  to  the  drawing 
board.  The  plan  would  have  in¬ 
creased  housing  density,  de¬ 
creased  parking,  and  increased 
pollution.  (See  story  page  3.) 

The  three  justices  bought  at¬ 
torney  Kathryn  Devincenzi’s  ar¬ 
gument,  on  behalf  of  various 
neighborhood  groups,  that 
changes  made  to  the  city’s 


Five  such  incidents  were 
recorded  between  April  6  and 
May  25,  according  to  a  bulletin 
put  out  by  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department’s  (SFPD) 
Richmond  Station.  Groups  of 
two  or  more  men  dressed  as  San 


General  Plan  were  significant 
enough  to  the  environment  to  re¬ 
quire  more  study.

Francisco  Water  Department  em¬ 
ployees  approach  the  victim  or 
knock  on  the  victim’s  door  re¬ 
porting  a  problem  with  service 
on  the  street. 

“It’s  usually  one  guy  saying 
that  they  broke  a  water  main  up 


Kudos  to  Devincenzi,  who 
represented  the  neighborhood 
groups. 

When  I  first  started  the 
Richmond  Review  in  1988,  one 
of  the  first  stories  we  did,  and 
continued  to  follow,  was  the 
Laurel  and  Presidio  Heights 
groups  that  were  fighting  the 
University  of  California’s  plan  to 
put  “wet”  laboratories  at  the  uni¬ 
versity’s  Laurel  Heights  campus 
at  3333  California  St. 

Devincenzi  won  that  battle. 
And  she  struck  again  with  her 
victory  at  the  appeals  court  level. 
In  the  heat  of  the  courtroom,  she 
stood  her  ground  and  demon¬ 
strated  a  thorough  understanding 
of  the  issues,  even  while  under 
fire  from  the  justices. 

She  is  one  of  the  best  attor¬ 
neys  in  the  City.

the  street  and  they  need  to  check 
the  lines  for  dirt  or  contamina¬ 
tion,”  said  Inspector  Daniel 
Yawczak  of  the  SFPD’s  burglary 
detail. 

Once  the  suspects  gain  entry 
to  the  residence,  one  suspect  will 
distract  the  victim  while  the  other 
goes  through  the  victim’s  bed¬ 
room  looking  for  valuables  to 
steal. 

Police  refer  to  the  type  of 
crime  as  a  “utility  employee  im¬ 
poster  burglary,”  which  seems  to 
be  quite  common. 

Yawczak  said  there  have  been 
at  least  30  reports  of  the  same 
type  of  burglary  since  February 
2006,  and  that  the  crimes  stretch 
from  San  Francisco  to  San  Jose. 

While  police  have  no  reason 
to  suspect  the  crimes  are  linked, 
the  suspects  all  seem  to  operate 
in  the  same  way.  They  wear  ei¬ 
ther  casual  clothing  and  identify 
themselves  as  contractors  or 
wear  orange  vests  and  white  hard 
hats  with  coveralls,  identifying 
themselves  as  department  em¬ 
ployees. 

“They  will  never  come  in  a 
water  department  truck,  either.

Battle 
erupts 
over  plan 
to  make 
holly  tree 
landmark

One  of  the  oldest  holly  trees 
in  San  Francisco  has  become  the 
central  character  in  a  feud  in¬ 
volving  the  owners  of  a 
Richmond  District  home,  their 
neighbors  and  politicians  at  City 
Hall. 

With  the  safety  of  the  25-foot- 
tall  male  tree  in  question,  Laurie 
Quach  and  her  family  have  had 
to  halt  their  plans  to  add  a  third 
story  to  their  27  th  Avenue  home 
and  extend  the  first  floor  outward 
into  the  backyard,  where  the  tree 
has  lived  for  an  estimated  80  to 
90  years. 

The  drama  began  in 
November  when  neighbors  re¬ 
ported  to  Supervisor  Jake 
McGoldrick  that  the  Quachs 
were  clearcutting  their  yard  of 
trees  -  they  reported  17  trees 
felled,  though  Quach  asserts  that 
they  were  just  shrubs  and  black¬ 
berry  bushes  -  and  that  it  ap¬ 
peared  the  holly.tree  was  soon  to 
fall. 

The  Bureau  of  Urban  Forestry 
ordered  the  Quachs  to  halt  the 
yard  work.  In  the  meantime,  vari¬ 
ous  individuals  have  called  for 
the  city  of  San  Francisco  to  offi¬ 
cially  designate  the  tree  as  a  pro¬ 
tected  landmark  to  guarantee  its 
safety. 

Under  new  legislation  spon¬ 
sored  by  McGoldrick  and  passed 
by  the  SF  Board  of  Supervisors, 
city  trees  can  be  landmarked. 
The  first  two  trees  that  requested 
landmark  status  were  granted, 
with  the  owners  of  the  trees  not 
contesting  the  action. 

In  this  third  case,  the  owners 
of  the  tree  don’t  want  it  land- 
marked.  Quach  says  her  family 
has  no  intention  of  toppling  the 
holly  tree:  She  does  not  want  the 
burden  of  it  having  extraordinary 
requirements  for  trimming  and 
treating.

Restoration  efforts  underway  at  Lands  End

As  part  of  the  plan  to  improve  Lands 
End,  which  re-opened  to  the  public  last 
November,  a  mediated  ecological  restora¬ 
tion  plan  will  also  be  included  for  areas  at 
the  national  park  site. 

Those  involved,  including  The  Parks 
Conservancy,  U.S.  National  Park  Service, 
Audubon  Society  and  Trails  Forever,  seek 
to  reach  a  compromise  between  lovers  of 
the  non-indigenous  forest,  species  like  eu¬ 
calyptus  that  were  imported  from 
Australia,  and  those  who  wish  to  recreate 
the  lost  and  damaged  native  landscape. 

“It  is  not  pure  restoration,”  said  Asha 
Setty,  Lands  End  Stewardship  Program 
Manager  for  the  Parks  Conservancy.  “We 
are  bringing  back  some  of  the  native  ele¬ 
ments.  We  also  want  to  maintain  the  foot¬ 
print  of  the  forest.” 


Setty  pointed  out  that  there  were  no  en¬ 
dangered  species  that  needed  to  be  consid¬ 
ered  for  Lands  End  planning  decisions. 

Most  of  the  trees  found  on  the  west  side 
of  San  Francisco  were  planted  to  serve  as 
windbreaks  from  the  Pacific  winds.  In  the 
process,  much  of  the  native  coastal  scrub 
habitat  was  destroyed.  Restoration  of  the 
native  habitat  can  be  seen  on  the  hillside 
east  of  the  Sutro  Bath  ruins. 

Setty  said  some  of  the  trees  near  coastal 
trails  will  be  removed.  She  pointed  out  that 
some  of  the  trees  needed  to  be  removed  for 
safety  reasons  anyway.  The  result  will  be  a 
mosaic  of  habitats  as  the  restoration  plan  is 
implemented  over  the  next  10  years.  Native 
plants  will  be  added  to  the  restored  areas 
and  visitors  will  be  able  to  see  how  they 
change  over  the  seasons. 

“There  is  something  different  to  see  ev¬ 
ery  week,”  Setty  said.  “We  want  to  bring 


back  a  part  of  the  the  web  that  is  fragment¬ 
ed  right  now.” 

Those  who  will  primarily  benefit,  other 
than  the  visitors  who  will  be  able  to  better 
watch  the  progressions  of  the  seasons  in 
the  local  native  foliage,  and  get  more  views 
of  the  bay  and  (ice an,  will  be  the  birds. 

The  larger  diversity  of  plant  life  may  re¬ 
sult  in  more  bird  diversity  to  be  seen  at 
Lands  End  because  they  will  be  able  to 
take  advantage  of  the  multidimensional 
habitat.  Local  birders  also  hope  that  mi¬ 
grating  birds  will  spend  more  time  in  the 
East  Wash,  an  area  north  of  the  Palace  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor. 

“It  will  be  a  compromise,”  said  Alan 
Hopkins,  former  president  of  the  local 
chapter  of  the  Audubon  Society. 

Hopkins  said  the  area  should  attract  mi¬ 
grating  birds  during  the  Spring  and  Fall 
and  may  become  a  “migrant  trap,”  which 
means  migrating  birds  will  stay  there  for 
longer  periods  of  time.  Some  of  the  species 
that  may  be  attracted  include  various 
species  of  flycatchers  (willow.  Pacific- 
slope),  vireo  hummingbirds  and  others. 

Some  of  the  rare  and  surprising  birds  to 
be  seen  at  Lands  End  over  the  year  include 
the  red  crossbill,  various  warblers,  scissor- 
tailed  flycatcher,  green-tailed  towhee  and 
common  poorwill. 

Hopkins  said  that  some  of  the  foliage 
was  so  thick  at  Lands  End  that  it  no  longer 
attracted  birds. 

“The  restoration  includes  more  open  ar¬ 
eas  for  birds,”  Hopkins  said.  “It  is  mostly 
for  the  birds  -  that  is  really  exciting.”  • 

Hopkins,  who  complained  recently 
about  people  feeding  animals,  thereby  tak¬ 
ing  away  their  wildness,  also  complained 
that  some  of  the  areas  of  the  East  Wash 
needed  a  concerted  effort,  more  than  just 
volunteer  efforts,  to  remove  “mattress  wire 
weeds”  that  are  as  thick  as  a  mattress. 

Dan  Murphy,  also  a  former  president  of 
the  local  chapter  of  the  Audubon  Society, 
said  habitat  restoration  is  a  new  science 
and  mistakes  are  sometimes  made,  but  the 
“one  thing  that  is  certain,  is  that  if  we  do 


nothing,  invasive  plants  will  prevail.” 

Murphy  said  the  White  Crowned 
Sparrow  could  be  an  indicator  species  to 
judge  the  restoration  efforts. 

“We  should  have  more  of  them  nesting 
in  the  area,”  Murphy  said. 

Murphy  also  expected  to  see  the  return 
of  species  like  the  Spotted  Towhee  and 
Bewick’s  Wren,  and  other  birds  that  use 
coastal  scrub  habitats.  He  said  the  restora¬ 
tion  should  also  benefit  insects,  small 
mammals,  reptiles  and,  perhaps,  amphib¬ 
ians. 

On  a  related  note,  Hopkins  said  some 
California  Quail  were  recently  seen  at 
Sutro  Heights  Park,  suggesting  that  they 
used  Lands  End  as  a  wildlife  corridor  be¬ 
tween  the  Sutro  Baths  and  the  Presidio. 

Funds  for  the  Lands  End  restoration 
were  donated  by  Trails  Forever,  The 
Richard  &  Rhoda  Goldman  Foundation, 
and  others. 

“The  planning  process  took  a  few  years. 
It  is  a  complex  area  with  many  different 
users  and  stakeholders,”  Setty  said. 

The  new  trail  improvements  have  also 
attracted  new  users  to  the  area.  Now  to  be 
seen  are  kids  on  bicycles,  women  pushing 
strollers,  and  those  who  use  wheelchairs. 

“It  is  neat  to  see  how  the  visitation  has 
diversified  as  well,”  said  Setty. 

The  park  improvements  have  also  en¬ 
hanced  cultural  resources,  revealing  parts 
of  the  old  railroad  path  to  Sutro  Baths  and 
new  cultural  findings  near  the  coast. 

“There  has  been  a  lot  of  interest  in  the 
planting  season,  even  though  it  is  now  the 
weeding  season,”  Setty  said.  “I  hope  we 
can  keep  up  the  interest. 

“I  look  forward  to  continue  working 
with  people  who  live  in  the  neighborhood 
and  have  a  connection  to  the  park  . . .  It’s 
been  really  great,”  Setty  said.

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Appeals  Court  rules  City  must  create 
EIR  for  changes  to  Housing  Element

Neighborhood  groups  won  a 
major  victory  at  the  end  of  June 
when  the  First  District  Court  of 
Appeals  ruled  the  City  had  to 
create  a  new  Environmental 
Impact  Report  (EIR)  for  modifi¬ 
cations  made  to  the  housing  ele¬ 
ment  of  the  city’s  General  Plan. 

The  3-judge  panel  ruled 
changes  being  sought  by  the 
City,  including  reducing  parking 
spaces  at  new  and  remodeled 
projects  and  increasing  housing 
density,  were  potentially  signifi¬ 
cant  and  should  be  investigated 
further. 

The  City  had  claimed  the 
changes  were  minor  modifica¬ 
tions  to  the  existing  plan,  and 
thus  didn’t  trigger  an  environ¬ 
mental  review.  The  trial  judge 
agreed  with  the  City  but  the 
Appeals  Court  saw  it  differently. 

It  is  unknown  if  the  City  will 
appeal  directly  to  the  state’s 


Supreme  Court  or  require  the 
EIR  be  commenced. 

In  2005,  Superior  Court  Judge 
Ronald  Quidachay  sided  with  the 
City,  saying  changes  to  the  hous¬ 
ing  element  were  minor. 

But  the  appeals  court  said  in  a 
unanimous  decision  that  the 
changes  were  significant  enough 
to  trigger  an  EIR. 

The  court  determined  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  parking  spaces  and  an  in¬ 
crease  in  housing  density  could 
lead  to  more  traffic  congestion  on 
city  streets,  more  noise,  and  more 
air  pollution.  It  also  determined 
the  housing  plan  could  change 
the  “aesthetic  quality”  of  neigh¬ 
borhoods  throughout  the  City. 

The  lawsuit  was  filed  by  San 
Franciscans  for  Livable 
Neighborhoods,  an  umbrella 
group  that  is  comprised  of  more 
than  a  dozen  community  organi¬ 
zations. 

The  SF  Planning  Commission 
gave  approval  to  update  the 


Mayor  hears  concerns 
about  park  road  closures 


Representatives  from  several 
community  groups  met  with  SF 
Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  in  June  to 
address  concerns  about  the  city’s 
closing  of  a  portion  of  John  F. 
Kennedy  Drive  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  on  Saturdays. 

The  park  road  closure,  which 
started  May  26,  was  the  result  of 
last-minute  negotiations  facilitat¬ 
ed  by  the  mayor’s  office  between 
proponents  and  opponents  of  the 
plan.  The  mayor  had  vetoed  the 
plan  in  2006;  a  veto  that  was  up¬ 
held  with  the  votes  of  four  super¬ 
visors.  But  when  the  plan  came 
back  this  year,  one  supervisor 
who  voted  against  the  road  clo¬ 
sures  said  he  was  wavering, 
which  the  mayor  says  forced  him 
to  try  to  reach  a  compromise 
rather  than  lose  the  whole  issue. 

“We  were  dealing  with  reali¬ 
ty,”  Newsom  said. 

The  compromise  deal  closes 
the  park  six  months  of  the  year, 
rather  than  the  whole  year,  and 
reduces  the  closure  by  about  half 
of  what  was  originally  proposed. 
The  compromise  leaves  access  to 
the  Conservatory  of  Flowers, 
M.H.  de  Young  Memorial 
Museum  and  California 
Academy  of  Sciences. 

Some  local  residents  meeting 
with  the  mayor  said  the  closures 
were  rushed  and  that  the  city  was 
poorly  prepared.  They  said  signs 
were  inadequate,  barriers  were  in 
the  wrong  places,  parking  spaces 
for  the  disabled  were  too  few  and 
misplaced,  and  that  taxis  and 
trams  were  having  some  difficul¬ 
ties.  It  was  also  noted  that  there 
were  some  potentially  dangerous 
situations  between  vehicles  and 
pedestrians. 

Phil  Ginsberg,  the  mayor’s 
chief  of  staff  who  was  responsi¬ 
ble  for  negotiating  the  park  road 
closures  settlement,  told  the  30 
or  so  people  at  the  meeting  that 
he  would  work  to  resolve  some 
of  the  outstanding  issues.  He  said 
he  was  generally  pleased  with  the 
results,  considering  JFK  Drive 
had  only  been  closed  for  three 
Saturdays. 

“We’ve  made  a  lot  of 
progress,”  Ginsberg  said  con¬ 
cerning  disability  access  on 
Saturdays,  as  well  as  on  Sundays. 

The  only  snag  discovered  at 
the  meeting  was  the  repaving  of 
Middle  Drive  in  the  park.  As  part 
of  the  settlement,  the  road  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  repaved  for  bicy¬ 
clists,  rollerskaters  and  skate¬ 


boarders.  But  the  $500,000  to  do 
the  job  is  not  available. 

According  to  Newsom,  pri¬ 
vate  funds  were  pledged  to  do 
the  job.  He  said  he  would  do 
whatever  he  could  to  get  the  job 
done,  but  that  some  $36.4  million 
in  repaving  funds  for  the  current 
fiscal  year  were  already  spoken 
for. 

The  June  15  meeting  with  the 
mayor  was  facilitated  by  Park 
Access  for  All,  which  was  one  of 
the  original  groups  negotiating 
for  the  park  road  closures. 


General  Plan  in  2004  to  reflect  a 
need  to  build  around  2,700  units 
of  housing  a  year,  which  is  the 
amount  the  Association  of  Bay 
Area  Governments  (ABAG)  esti¬ 
mates  is  needed  to  meet  upcom¬ 
ing  demands. 

The  state  and  federal  govern¬ 
ments  are  putting  pressure  on 
city  officials  to  increase  the 
amount  of  housing  in  the  City. 
Federal  grants  are  now  tied  into 
the  development  of  housing  in 
transit  corridors,  such  as  Geary 
Boulevard. 

According  to  attorney 
Kathryn  Devincenzi,  who  repre¬ 
sented  the  Livable 
Neighborhoods  group,  the  ruling 
to  require  an  EIR  will  shed  light 
on  the  possible  consequences  of 
moving  forward  with  the  plan, 
including  potential  negative  ef¬ 
fects  for  neighborhood  mer¬ 
chants. 

“This  is  the  opening  wedge  . . . 
to  Manhattanization,”  she  said. 

Devincenzi  told  the  judges 
that  the  city’s  plan  was  a  new  one 
-  not  a  minor  modification  of  its 
existing  plan  -  and  that  groups  in 
the  west  side  of  San  Francisco 
were  excluded  from  discussions 
concerning  the  housing  element 
changes  to  the  General  Plan.  The 
EIR  is  also  a  document  for  ac¬ 
countability,  she  said,  which 
would  allow  local  residents  an 
opportunity  to  comment. 

In  response  to  the  relaxing  of 
parking  spaces  in  the  city’s  gen¬ 
eral  plan,  a  loss  of  parking  spaces 
throughout  the  City,  and  the  need 
for  more  parking  for  local  mer¬ 
chants,  a  coalition  of  neighbor¬ 
hood  groups  is  getting  petitions 
signed  to  put  parking  measure  on 
the  November  ballot.

Dispute  over  tree  landmarking

“The  extension  of  the  rear  of 
the  house  will  still  give  the  tree 
20  feet  of  space,”  said  Quach.  “It 
will  be  100  percent  safe.  I  don’t 
want  to  hurt  this  tree,  either.” 

But  Ron  Miguel,  president  of 
the  Planning  Association  for  the 
Richmond  (PAR),  questions  the 
Quach  family’s  intentions. 

“If  they  don’t  want  it  cut 
down,  then  why  not  have  it  land- 
marked?”  he  said. 

Designating  the  tree  as  a  his¬ 
torical  landmark  would  be  a  great 
liability,  says  Quach.  It  would  be 
an  expense,  as  well,  and  law 
would  require  that  she  hire  a  con¬ 
sulting  arborist  to  analyze  the 
yard  and  the  tree  before  continu¬ 
ing  the  remodeling  plans. 
Consulting  arborists  may  charge 
as  much  as  $200  per  hour,  and 
Quach  estimates  that  the  total 
cost  could  eventually  run  as  high 
as  $1,000. 

Under  the  tree  landmarking 
ordinance,  any  property  owner 
who  has  a  portion  of  the  land- 
marked  tree  on  their  property  is' 
legally  liable  for  that  portion. 
Critics  of  the  policy  say  branches 
overhanging  on  an  adjacent  prop¬ 
erty  must  be  properly  trimmed  by 
specialized  arborists  and  that  un¬ 
derground  roots  must  be  protect¬ 
ed,  even  when  putting  in  a  new 


fence,  retaining  wall  or  any  other 
feature  that  requires  digging  near 
the  roots. 

Meanwhile,  attention  has  been 
called  to  a  buckeye  tree  in  the 
yard  behind  the  Quach  property. 
A  local  consulting  arborist  con¬ 
tacted  the  property  owner  and 
suggested  that  the  rare  tree  be 
landmarked.  The  owner,  who  has 
no  immediate  plans  to  remodel 
the  rear  of  the  house,  agreed  and 
for  the  first  time  in  San  Francisco 
history,  a  privately  owned  tree 
became  a  city  landmark. 

The  decision  renders  the 
Quach  family  liable  for  the 
health  of  the  buckeye,  as  its  roots 
extend  an  estimated  20  feet  under 
their  fence  and  into  their  yard. 

“I’m  already  required  to  pro¬ 
tect  my  neighbor’s  tree  now,  and 
still  they  want  me  to  invest  more 
time  and  money  in  landmarking 
my  own  tree,”  Quach  said. 

Quach  and  her  family,  along 
with  neighbors,  community  lead¬ 
ers,  representatives  of  the  Urban 
Forestry  Council  and  several  dis¬ 
trict  supervisors  have  attended 
five  meetings  at  City  Hall  since 
February. 

The  most  recent  took  place  on 
June  14  when  the  five  members 
of  the  Landmark  Tree 
Committee,  a  faction  of  the  15- 
member  Urban  Forestry  Council, 
heard  both  sides  of  the  matter. 


Some  members  of  the  public  as¬ 
serted  that  the  holly  tree  is  a  rare 
and  historical  feature  of  the  land¬ 
scape  while  others  declared  that 
the  tree  is  too  common  to  be  des¬ 
ignated  a  landmark. 

The  committee  voted  5-0 
against  landmarking  the  tree,  but 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council  still 
failed  to  make  a  final  decision. 
Thus,  the  tree  has  received  tem¬ 
porary  landmark  status.  In  the 
meantime,  the  Quachs’  house¬ 
work  will  remain  on  hold. 

Quach  believes  that  if  her  hol¬ 
ly  tree  receives  landmark  status, 
the  door  will  be  opened  to  simi¬ 
lar  actions  on  a  wide  scale  across 
the  City.  This,  she  believes,  will 
incite  homeowners  to  begin  trim¬ 
ming  their  trees  excessively  to 
prohibit  them  from  reaching  their 
full  size  and  potential. 

“It  will  have  a  backward  ef¬ 
fect  with  people  who  don’t  want 
to  deal  with  what  we’re  going 
through,”  she  said. 

Quach  has  pointed  out  that 
one  of  the  two  nearby  holly  trees 
on  her  block  is  even  larger  than 
her  own  tree. 

“But  no  one  has  landmarked 
them,”  she  said.  “I  think  this  is 
not  so  much  about  my  tree  as  it  is 
about  keeping  us  from  finishing 
the  remodeling  job.” 


Home  robberies  target  seniors

They  usually  drive  a  car  or  some 
sort  of  mini  van,”  Yawczak  said. 

The  suspects  in  the  incidents 
around  the  Richmond  all  have 
similar  descriptions,  though. 
They  are  described  as  Latino  or 
Hispanic  men  in  their  late  20s  to 
mid-30s  wearing  blue  jumpsuits. 

The  victims  appear  to  be  simi¬ 
lar  as  well. 

“The  victimology  is  the 
unique  feature  of  the  scam.  The 
people  these  guys  hit  are  always 
elderly  and  sometimes  live 
alone,”  said  Yawczak.  “It’s  been 
hard  to  get  a  solid  description  of 
the  suspects  because  the  older 
victims  seem  to  trust  the  suspects 
and  don’t  pay  attention  to  the  de¬ 
tails  of  the  crime.” 

There  are  a  few  ways  that  res¬ 
idents  can  protect  themselves 
from  this  crime.  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  spokesman  Tony 
Winnicker  offers  water  depart¬ 
ment  customers  some  advice. 

“We  almost  never  visit  cus¬ 
tomers  at  home  without  making 
an  appointment  first.  The  only 
time  that  there  would  be  a  visit  is 
under  extreme  circumstances, 
like  a  giant  geyser  of  water  in  the 
middle  of  the  street,”  Winnicker 
said.  “Usually,  when  we  come 
it’s  because  a  customer  has  re¬ 
quested  that  we  come  and  check 
leaky  pipes  or  high  water  bills.” 


Winnicker  also  said  that  SF 
Public  Utilities  Commission 
(PUC)  employees  always  carry 
identification.  He  urges  people  to 
call  the  customer  service  number 
given  on  their  water  bill  before 
letting  any  people  into  their  resi¬ 
dence.  The  department  is  aware 
of  these  crimes,  and  employees 
have  been  instructed  to  wait 
while  their  identity  is  being  con¬ 
firmed.  The  PUC  customer  ser¬ 
vice  number  is  (415)  551-3000. 

Inspector  Marty  Dito  of  the 
SFPD  said  that  it  is  a  bad  idea  to 
let  anyone  split  up  inside  of  your 
home. 

“Keep  them  together,”  Dito 


The  SF  District  Attorney’s 
Office  has  indicted  two  men  in 
connection  with  the  murder  of  a 
man  trying  to  reserve  a  parking 
space  at  Geary  Boulevard  and 
Third  Avenue.

Often  it  is  an  accomplice  on  the 
other  end.” 

Yawczak  offers  additional  in¬ 
formation  that  will  aid  the  police 
department. 

“If  you  suspect  anyone  to  be  a 
criminal  operating  under  the 
guise  of  being  a  water  depart¬ 
ment  employee,  close  the  door 
and  call  the  police  immediately. 
If  you  have  to  let  anyone  in  your 
house  and  you  think  they  have 
taken  anything,  do  not  disturb 
any  of  the  areas  where  they  have 
gone.  Sometimes,  they  leave  evi¬ 
dence,”  Yawczak  said.

On  the  evening  of  Sept.  16, 
2006,  Boris  Albinder  was  reserv¬ 
ing  a  parking  space  for  a  friend 
when  the  assailants  tried  to  park 
their  van  there.

Civic  Improvement  Association, 
neighbors  who  donated  their  time 
and  money  to  making  this  play¬ 
ground  happen  and  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department 
staff,  this  playground  is  ready  for 
summer. 

The  playground  also  has  a 
beautiful  and  colorful  mosaic 
bench  with  a  butterfly  designed 
by  Sarah  Dorrance.  The  structure 
was  built  by  Luis  Hernandez  and 
is  called  “Mission  Blue,”  which 
is  the  name  of  a  local  endangered 
butterfly.  This  is  a  very  special 
piece  because  it  was  commis¬ 
sioned  by  a  neighbor  of  Rossi 
Playground,  Cherie  Golant  and 
her  husband  Ron  Gutierrez,  in 
memory  of  their  daughter,  Julia. 

Another  special  and  unique 
feature  of  Rossi  Playground  is 
the  brick  donor  circle,  which  in¬ 
cludes  the  names  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  members  who  donated  mon¬ 
ey  to  make  Rossi  Playground  a 
reality.

San  Francisco  Stables 

Since  2001,  the  beloved 
Golden  Gate  Park  Equestrian 
Center,  built  in  1909,  has  been 
closed  due  to  much-needed  re¬ 
pairs  and  renovation.  The  center 
was  scheduled  to  open  18  months 
later,  but  was  stalled  for  years 
when  the  SF  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  (RPD)  discovered 
that  the  stables  were  historic  and 
needed  to  undergo  a  complete 
and  costly  Environmental  Impact 
Report.  The  report  was  stalled 
until  December  of  2006  and  is 
scheduled  for  completion  this 
fall. 

In  an  effort  to  help  re-open  the 
center,  I  have  introduced  legisla¬ 
tion  that  will  set  up  a  matching 
funds  program  between  the  City 
and  private  donations.  For  every 
$3  of  private  donations  that  are

Westside  Neighbors  to 
End  Homelessness 

For  the  last  couple  of  years,  a 
group  of  neighbors  has  been  giv¬ 
ing  their  time  to  work  on  the 
homeless  problem  in  the  west 
side  of  the  City,  a  part  of  the  City 
that  is  not  recognized  as  having 
homeless  problems.  For  those  of 
us  who  live  here  and  see  first¬ 
hand  the  people  living  on  Geary 
Boulevard  and  Clement  Street, 
nesting  in  Golden  Gate  Park  un¬ 
der  bridges  and  in  shrubs,  and 
living  in  their  vehicles,  we  know 
that  homelessness  is  a  problem. 

The  west  side  of  the  City 
needs  services  to  help  these  peo¬ 
ple  and  restore  the  quality  of  life 


to  everyone  who  lives  in  the 
Richmond. 

This  group  of  neighbors  call 
themselves  the  Westside 
Neighbors  to  End  Homelessness. 
They  are  a  diverse  and  caring 
group  of  neighbors  who  are  dedi¬ 
cated  to  ending  this  decades-old 
problem.  This  year,  funds  have 
been  dedicated  to  the  Human 
Services  Agency  to  expand  the 
Homeless  Outreach  Team  (HOT) 
to  the  west  side  of  the  City,  but 
we  still  need  to  work  to  make 
sure  that  the  neighborhoods  and 
beach  areas  are  served,  not  just 
Golden  Gate  Park.  The  HOT 
team  is  based  out  of  downtown 
and  works  to  connect  homeless 
individuals  with  services  and 
housing. 

I  am  working  to  secure 
$100,000  to  help  fund  a  commu¬ 
nity  homeless  outreach  and  ser¬ 
vice  program  for  the  west  side, 
based  on  the  very  successful 
North  Beach  Citizens  model.  A 
major  focus  would  be  getting 
mentally  ill  homeless  people  into 
care.  If  you  would  like  more  in¬

City's  predatory  pricing  policies 


Call  it  parking  rage.  Call  it 
frustration. 

The  lack  of  parking  spaces  in 
the  neighborhoods  and  the  ever- 
increasing  costs  of  parking  tick¬ 
ets  and  parking  meters  evoke 
strong  emotions  from  merchants, 
shoppers  and  residents  alike.  The 
highly-charged  issue  is  reaching 
a  boiling  point  as  residents  are 
forced  to  dig  ever  deeper  into 
their  pockets.  Sometimes  the  ani¬ 
mosity  is  misdirected  at  meter 
maids. 

Parking  in  the  neighborhoods 
is  a  problem  begging  for  a  solu¬ 
tion! 

“If  you  have  money  it  doesn’t 
matter,  you  just  pay.  But,  I  had  to 
use  my  entire  paycheck  of  $238 
to  pay  for  my  parking  tickets,” 
said  Sandra  Joensen,  a  cashier  at 
Kragen  Auto  Parts  on  Mission 
Street.  “It’s  a  whole  week’s  gro¬ 
ceries. 

“It’s  really  hard  to  find  park¬ 
ing  around  here,”  she  adds,  shak¬ 
ing  her  head. 

For  most  residents  of  the 
Excelsior  neighborhood,  the 
costs  of  parking  meters  and  park¬ 
ing  tickets  cut  deep  into  their 
budget.  It  costs  25  cents  for  10 
minutes  to  park  at  a  meter  in  the 
Excelsior  and  25  cents  for  four 
minutes  downtown.  A  ticket 
from  an  expired  meter  costs  $40, 
which  is  a  day’s  net  salary  for  a 
lot  of  residents.  If  the  ticket  is 
not  paid  within  30  days,  it  goes 
up  to  $100. 

For  most  residents,  it  is  much 
easier  to  just  go  out  of  the  city  to 
shop. 

Onnyx  Walker,  a  consultant 
for  senior  residential  homes,  has 
mixed  feelings  about  the  in¬ 
creased  fines  and  fees. 

“Before,  I  wanted  to  support 
individual  stores  in  the  commu¬ 
nity.  But  since  it  is  so  difficult  to 
find  parking  and  so  expensive,  I 
drive  to  the  Peninsula,  where 
there  is  plenty  of  parking,”  he 
said. 

Meanwhile,  small  businesses 
that  manage  to  survive  because 
they  are  family  owned  bear  the 
brunt  of  the  City’s  parking  rev¬ 
enue  schemes. 

Julio  Martinez,  the  proud 
owner  of  Arcos  Comfort  Shoe 
(4470  Mission  St.),  says,  “We 
lose  customers.  They  drive 
around  for  20  to  25  minutes,  they 
can’t  find  a  spot  to  park,  and  then 
they  just  leave.  If  they  find  a 
parking  spot  at  a  meter,  they  only 
have  one  hour.  It  is  illegal  to  feed 
the  meter  after  one  hour.  If  they 
are  caught  (feeding  the  meter), 
they  get  a  ticket.  We  need  a  pub¬ 
lic  parking  lot.” 

Julio  works  full  time  as  a 
nurse.  His  wife  and  two  daugh¬ 
ters  help  run  the  business. 

“My  customers  run  out  of  the 
store  every  30  minutes  to  make 
sure  they  don’t  get  a  ticket.  It 
takes  away  from  the  pleasure  of 
shopping,”  says  Excelsior 
Goodwill  Assistant  Manager, 
Jacqueline  Gandy. 

Edwin  Gonzalez  of  Campos 
Jewelers  (4685  Mission  St.)  said 
he  spends  $1,440  a  year  on  park¬ 
ing  tickets. 

But  Janelle  Ruan  and  her  fa¬ 
ther,  owners  of  the  Japan  Home 
Centre,  are  hopeful. 

“We  just  opened  6  months 
ago,”  Ruan  said.  “One  time,  a 
family  ran  to  our  store  to  buy 
tapioca  before  heading  back  to 


their  car,  they  ended  up  with  a 
$40  parking  ticket.  They  got  the 
ticket  so  fast.  They  were  so  mad! 
It  would  be  nice  to  have  a  park¬ 
ing  lot  around  here.” 

Building  parking  lots,  which 
the  city  once  facilitated,  is  no 
longer  in  vogue  at  City  Hall. 

City  public  officials,  like 
Nathaniel  Ford  Sr.,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  (MTA), 
seem  to  be  at  a  loss  for  under¬ 
standing  the  public’s  concerns. 

“I’ve  gotten  parking  tickets, 
and  I  sort  of  slap  myself  on  the 
wrist  and  pay  the  ticket,”  Ford 
said. 

It  helps  that  Ford  makes  a 
yearly  base  salary  of  $328,000. 
He  drives  a  city-funded  car,  gets 
15-20  days  of  paid  vacation  and 
an  additional  $90,000  in  bene¬ 
fits.  Each  member  of  his  family 
gets  a  free  Muni  fast  pass  every 
month  and  he  has  an  expense  ac¬ 
count  to  cover  travel,  meals,  etc. 
Ford’s  economic  power  is  not 
quite  the  same  as  working  people 
living  in  the  Mission  District. 

Most  recently,  Nathan  Ford 
presided  over  a  $158,000  VIP 
party  to  celebrate  the  opening  of 
Muni  ‘s  Third  Street  Light  Rail, 
even  though  the  agency  forecast¬ 
ed  an  $  1 1  million  deficit  for 
Fiscal  Year  2007.  A  larger  deficit 
is  projected  for  next  year. 

The  MTA’s  budget  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  fiscal  year  is  $673  million, 
an  increase  of  $143.5  million  as 
compared  to  the  2004  budget  of 
$529.5  million.  Despite  a  27  per¬ 
cent  increase,  the  MTA  projects 
a  deficit.  Because  the  MTA  gets 


the  money  from  parking  lots  and 
parking  meters,  it  can  be  expect¬ 
ed  that  the  agency  will  call  for 
raising  rates  again  and  again  to 
cover  its  operating  deficit. 

The  mayor  recently  put  to¬ 
gether  a  blue  ribbon  panel  to  fig¬ 
ure  out  how  to  generate  another 
$100  million  to  improve  Muni. 
Two  of  the  ideas  being  floated 
are  increasing  the  cost  of  park¬ 
ing  tickets  and  the  parking  meter 
rates  again  -  they  were  just 
raised  a  couple  of  years  ago. 

The  anger  voiced  by  many 
residents  is  well  founded.  Instead 
of  correcting  problems,  such  as  a 
failure  to  collect  bus  fares,  abuse 
of  handicap  placards,  failure  to 
properly  monitor  and  account  for 
meter  payments  received,  reining 
in  abuses  of  workers  compensa¬ 
tion  and  disability  claims,  man¬ 
aging  personnel  problems  and 
overtime,  the  City  simply  in¬ 
crease  fines  and  puts  the  financial 
burden  on  residents  -  hurting  the 
most  vulnerable  working  poor. 

For  merchants  and  shoppers, 
public  parking  lots  would  help 
generate  business.  If  the  meter 
fees  and  parking  tickets  are 
rolled  back,  more  people  will 
shop  in  the  neighborhoods. 
Struggling  residents  could  find 
economic  relief  in  an  “amnesty 
program”  allowing  them  to  pay 
their  tickets  without  penalties. 
This  measure  alone  would  bring 
in  $6.1  million  of  outstanding 
revenues  into  city  coffers  without 
the  need  for  extra  personnel. 

It  is  the  least  punitive  measure 
a  government  can  do  to  be 
friendly  to  its  residents  -  not 
having  to  pay  a  boot  removal  fee 
of  $75,  paying  for  towing  and 
storage  at  a  cost  of  $314,  or  hav¬ 
ing  one’s  license  suspended.  All 
this  “auto-antagonism”  is  enough 
to  drive  San  Francisco  citizens 
crazy  ...  or  out  of  San  Francisco 
entirely.

Groups  unite  for  public  safety 


The  Outer  Richmond  District 
has  a  new  neighborhood  forum 
for  residents  to  voice  their  con¬ 
cerns  on  issues  that  are  making 
their  quality  of  life  less  than  opti¬ 
mal. 

On  a  sunny  day  last  August,  a 
neighborhood  merchant  was 
murdered  around  5: 15  p.m.  at  the 
California  Market,  located  at 
19th  Avenue  and  California 
Street.  Shocked  over  this,  and  be¬ 
ing  a  19th  Avenue  neighbor,  I  de¬ 
cided  that  it  was  time  to  organize 
as  a  community  to  discuss  con¬ 
cerns  and,  most  importantly,  as¬ 
sist  in  uncovering  any  possible 
unknown  details  that  the  police 
could  use  to  solve  this  crime. 

Initially,  I  contacted  San 
Francisco  Safety  Awareness  for 
Everyone  (SAFE)  and  discussed 
with  Irina  Chatsova  how  best  to 
organize.  Per  her  advice,  I  can¬ 
vassed  numerous  streets  with  a 
flyer  and  talked  to  neighbors 
about  meeting. 

As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  the 
best  way  to  keep  crime  down  is 
to  make  it  clear  that  we  are  unit¬ 
ed  as  a  community.  The  impor¬ 
tance  of  knowing  each  other  on  a 
more  personal  basis  is  what 
makes  a  community  great. 

The  turnout  at  the  first  meet¬ 
ing  was  successful,  with  approxi¬ 
mately  45  neighbors  gathering  to 
express  their  concerns.  At  that 
time,  the  Central  Richmond 
District  Safety  Committee  was 
created. 

We  learned  there  are  many  is¬ 
sues  concerning  our  neighbors. 

An  example  is  the  problem  that 
local  homeowners  near  the 
Recreation  Center  are  being 
forced  to  tolerate  because  of  a  se¬ 


lect  group  of  young  people  who 
exploit  the  facility  and  engage  in 
drug  sales  in  plain  view.  One 
neighbor  recognized  the  activity 
and  asked  them  to  leave.  When 
he  returned  to  the  street  his  tires 
had  been  slashed.  These  are  the 
elements  that  many  neighbors 
have  expressed  great  concern 
over;  the  list  goes  on  as  evidence 
of  the  growing  problem. 

Another  important  problem 
posed  recently  and  aimed  at  our 
elderly  is  a  scamt  where  two  uni¬ 
formed  men  knock  on  the  vic¬ 
tim’s  door  pretending  to  work  for 
the  water  company.  Before  the 
elder  knows  what’s  happened,  his 
home  is  being  robbed  while  the 
other  person  distracts  him. 

These  are  the  type  of  crimes 
we  can  prevent  if  we  continue  to 
organize  and  spread  the  word. 

The  committee’s  plan  is  to 
form  as  many  as  possible  indi¬ 
vidual  neighborhood  watch 
groups  with  a  communication 
tree  and  an  emergency  plan  of 
action  for  each  block.  The  City 
will  install  a  sign  reading 
Neighborhood  Watch  for  each 
block  that  is  organized. 

Do  you  know  your  neighbors 
and  if  you  had  an  emergency, 
would  they  know  more  than 
where  you  live? 

The  Central  Richmond 
District  Safety  Committee  is  a 
good  place  to  meet  your  neigh¬ 
bors  at  a  more  intimate  level  so 
that  you  are  able  to  seek  their  ■ 
help  in  an  emergency,  if  need  be, 
or  support  for  other  matters  as 
well. 

The  Richmond  District  has 
problems,  but  as  a  group,  we  will 
have  a  louder  voice.  And  as  a 


group,  we  are  able  to  invite  guest 
speakers  to  teach  us  and  inform 
us  how  to  best  protect  the 
Richmond  District’s  quality  of 
life.  United,  we  can  be  more 
proactive  in  protecting  and  moni¬ 
toring  our  neighborhood. 

As  Captain  Sandra  Tong  stat¬ 
ed  at  one  of  the  meetings,  “With 
all  the  budget  cuts,  I  need  you  as 
citizen's  to  be  the  eyes  and  ears  of 
your  community.” 

It’s  only  too  true  our  city  re¬ 
sources  have  been  downsized 
while  our  neighborhood’s  prob¬ 
lems  continue  to  rise.  By  partner¬ 
ing  with  available  resources,  we 
empower  our  corqmunity.  We 
need  to  continue  to  get  the  word 
out  that  we  are  here  to  solve  the 
ongoing  issues  at  hand. 

The  committee  would  like  to 
give  our  thanks  to  SF  SAFE, 

Inc.,  and  especially  Irina 
Chatsova,  for  their  suggestions, 
hand  holding  and  advice  for 
committee  organizers.  There  are 
many  levels  of  resources  out 
there  and  we  all  need  to  work  to¬ 
gether  to  facilitate  our  current 
needs. 

The  Central  Richmond 
District  Safety  Committee  meet¬ 
ings  are  held  at  the  Richmond 
District  Recreation  Center’s 
meeting  room,  231  18th  Ave.,  be¬ 
tween  Clement  and  California 
streets,  every  third  Monday  of 
the  month.  The  meetings  usually 
begin  between  6:30  to  7:30  p.m.

The  primary  area  served  by 
the  committee  is  between  Lake 
Street  and  Geary  Boulevard;  and 
between  Park  Presidio  Avenue 
and  25th  Avenue.

Every  Sunday,  the  music  from  Hep 
Jen’s  free  dance  lesson  behind  the  M.H.  de 
Young  Memorial  Museum  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  draws  a  loyal  crowd  of  dancers  who 
boogie,  not  to  hip  hop,  but  to  lindy  hop. 

“It’s  such  a  carefree  and  exuberant 
dance.  People  are  just  drawn  to  it  and  then 
they’re  hooked,”  said  Jennifer  Holland, 
a.k.a.  Hep  Jen. 

“It  really  celebrates  life.  I’m  always  on 
a  high  after  dancing,”  said  Maryanne 
Cattaneo,  who  went  to  a  lesson  one 
Sunday  in  March  and  has  been  going  back 
every  week  since  then. 

The  lindy  hop,  a  form  of  swing  dancing 
originally  popular  in  the  1930s  and  early 
1940s,  is  drawn  from  African-American 
and  European  dance  traditions.  It  is  related 
to  the  Charleston,  but  the  energetic  lindy 
hop,  packed  with  jumps,  kicks  and  fast 
stepping  moves,  allows  for  more  personal 
expression  and  freedom  to  improvise. 

Hep  Jen,  35,  first  saw  the  lindy  hop  in  a 
movie  in  1993  and  immediately  fell  in  love 
with  the  dance. 

“I  got  totally  addicted.  Before  I  knew  it, 
I  was  out  dancing  six  nights  a  week,”  she 
said. 

While  working  full  time  at  a  human  re¬ 
sources  company.  Hep  Jen  began  teaching 
lindy  hop  classes.  When  swing  dancing 
underwent  a  revival  in  the  mid-1990s,  she 
was  able  to  quit  her  job  and  begin  devoting 
her  life  to  lindy  hop. 

“It  hasn’t  been  easy,  but  it’s  been  ad¬ 
venturous  and  I  wouldn’t  trade  it  for  any¬ 
thing,”  she  said. 

Now,  Hep  Jen  teaches  up  to  five  classes 


a  week,  offers  private  lessons,  performs 
two  to  three  times  a  week  for  seniors  and  at 
hospitals,  choreographs  dances  and  is  a 
regular  swing  music  DJ  at  various  dance 
clubs  in  San  Francisco. 

And  to  prevent  lindy  hop  exhaustion, 
she  dances  even  more. 

“It’s  important  to  me  to  go  dancing  for 
myself,  to  keep  the  love  alive,”  she  said. 

When  Hep  Jen  moved  to  San  Francisco 
from  Seattle  three  years  ago,  she  found 
herself  dancing  every  week  at  Lindy  in  the 
Park,  a  free,  weekly  swing  dance  party  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  that  was  started  by  Chad 
Kubo  and  Ken  Watanabe  in  1996. 

But  she  noticed  that  there  were  very  few 
beginning  dancers,  and  she  offered  to  give 
free  lessons  to  encourage  new  dancers  to 
join  the  fun. 

“Because  of  the  nature  of  our  work,  we 
don’t  get  together  in  large  groups  like  peo¬ 
ple  used  to,”  said  Michael  Martin,  who  has 
been  dancing  at  Lindy  in  the  Park  for  two- 
and-a-half-  years. 

“But  Lindy  in  the  Park  gets  people  to 
talk  and  socialize  in  a  comfortable  setting,” 
he  said. 

Swing  dancing  continues  to  thrive  in 
San  Francisco,  in  large  part  because  of  the 
active  live  music  scene  in  the  City.  It  is 
possible  to  go  swing  dancing  to  a  live  band 
almost  every  night  of  the  week. 

Hep  Jen  plans  to  continue  teaching  lindy 
hop  and  to  introduce  the  creative  and  care¬ 
free  dance  to  even  more  people. 

“It’s  the  perfect  escape  from  the  real 
world.  It’s  good  for  the  soul,”  she  said.

Big  gift  will  spruce  up  Presidio 


The  Evelyn  and  Walter  Haas,  Jr.  Fund 
recently  gave  a  $15  million  grant  to  the 
Parks  Conservatory  for  the  Presidio. 

The  new  gift  raises  the  fund’s  giving  to 
the  Golden  Gate  National  Parks  to  more 
than  $30  million  over  the  course  of  two 
decades,  the  largest  cash  contribution  in 
national  park  history. 

The  latest  gift  will  renovate  and  double 
the  size  of  the  Presidio’s  Rob  Hill 
Campground,  the  only  overnight  camp¬ 
ground  in  San  Francisco. 

The  planned  renovations  and  expanded 
services  will  ultimately  offer  a  national 
camping  experience  to  community  groups 
and  families,  including  15,000  low-income 
youth  who  will  be  served  through  the 
Camping  in  the  Presidio  program  over  the 


next  five  years. 

The  gift  will  also  create  24  miles  of 
trails  and  six  additional  scenic  vista  points. 
Hikers  will  be  able  to  traverse  from  the 
Lombard  Gate  to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge, 
or  from  Mountain  Lake  to  Crissy  Field,  on 
well-marked  trails. 

The  campground,  overlook  and  trails 
are  expected  to  be  completed  in  the  next 
three  to  five  years.  In  addition,  the  gift  in¬ 
cludes  a  $7  million  challenge  that  the 
Parks  Conservatory  and  the  Presidio  Trust 
must  raise  in  community  support  to  trigger 
a  $10  million  match  for  trails.  To  learn 
more  and  get  involved,  call  Kathryn 
Morello  at  (415)  561-3050  or  e-mail 
kmorelli  @  ParksConservatory.  org . 


Surf's  up  for  new  sand  dune 


The  US  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  is 
dredging  the  shipping  channels  in  the  Bay 
and  transporting  300  truckloads  of  the 
sand  to  Ocean  Beach,  near  Sloat 
Boulevard,  to  create  a  sand  dune. 

The  dune  is  intended  to  act  as  a  break¬ 
water  for  a  pounding  surf  that  erodes  the 
shoreline,  threatening  the  Great  Highway. 


It  will  be  about  1 ,000  feet  long  and  located 
about  a  half-mile  offshore. 

According  to  Peter  Mull,  the  Army’s 
project  manager  and  a  surfer  at  Ocean 
Beach,  the  sand  dune  should  create  some 
good  surfing  waves.

Campaign  Update:  New 
Office  Opens 

Members  of  the  Committee 
for  the  Recall  of  Jake 
McGoldrick  are  still  gathering 
signatures  to  put  the  District  1 
supervisor  on  the  ballot.  As  of 
presstime,  more  than  2,000  sig¬ 
natures  were  in  hand.  About 
3,700  are  needed  to  qualify  for 
the  ballot. 

If  the  signatures  are  turned 
into  the  SF  Department  of 
Elections  by  July  9,  local  resi¬ 
dents  would  have  an  opportunity 
to  affirm  or  deny  the  supervisor’s 
continued  representation  on  the 
November  ballot. 

However,  if  a  likely  signature¬ 
gathering  challenge  by  the 
McGoldrick  campaign  is  made, 
the  recall  would  automatically  go 
on  the  February  election.  The 
deadline  for  submitting  signa¬ 
tures  for  the  February  election 
would  be  in  late  September. 

The  bottom  line  is,  there  is  no 
hard  deadline  for  gathering  sig¬ 
natures.  We  will  collect  them  un¬ 
til  we  have  enough  to  put  the 
recall  the  ballot. 

In  an  effort  to  further  the 
cause,  the  recall  committee  has 
opened  a  new  headquarters  at 
5442  Geary  Blvd.,  at  18th 
Avenue. 

Any  registered  District  1  voter 
can  stop  by  to  sign  a  petition,  or 
any  volunteer  can  stop  by  to  pick 
up  campaign  materials  or  volun¬ 
teer.

No  Special  Election 

By  the  way,  the  McGoldrick 
campaign  sent  out  a  mailer  say¬ 
ing  the  recall  election  “could” 
cost  $200,000,  instead  of 
“would”  cost  $200,000.  It  was  a 
sleight-of-hand  that  a  magician 
would  appreciate. 

Changing  a  “w”  to  a  “c”  in 
the  mailing  changes  the  charge 
from  an  outright  lie  to  a  remote 
possibility. 

The  only  way  the  recall  elec¬ 
tion  could  cost  city  taxpayers 
$200,000  is  if  the  full  Board  of 
Supervisors  calls  for  a  special 
election  after  the  Feb.  5,  2008 
election.  The  issue  of  qualifying 
will  have  been  long-since  settled 
by  that  time. 

As  long  as  the  signatures  are 
turned  in  by  the  deadline  for  the 
February  election,  the  San 
Francisco  elections  code  man¬ 
dates  the  recall  effort  be  a  part  of 
a  regularly-scheduled  election. 

Although  the  recall  election 
won’t  cost  taxpayers  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars,  some  peo¬ 
ple  still  believe  it. 

That’s  why  McGoldrick’s  po¬ 
litical  consultants  get  the  big 
bucks-. 

Setting  the  Record 
Straight 

I  took  a  pretty  good  hit  from 
the  SF  Bay  Guardian  in  June  for 
my  columns  about  the  recall, 
which  were  termed  “inflammato¬ 
ry” 

The  poor  folks  at  the 
Guardian  are  all  in  a  tizzy  be¬ 
cause  one  of  their  “progressive” 
supervisors  is  being  recalled  for 
gross  malfeasance.  (Uh  oh,  I’m 
being  inflammatory  again.)  They 
rush  like  a  moth  to  the  flame  to 
defend  someone  who  claims  to 
share  its  same  myopic  views  of 
the  universe. 

The  Bay  Guardian  is  a  self- 
proclaimed  progressive  newspa¬

per  that  perpetuates  negative 
stereotypes  of  women  in  its  back 
pages  and  squashes  the  efforts  of 
its  employees  to  unionize. 

The  progressive  paper  that  is, 
by  definition,  nothing  but 
opinions  because  it  practices  ad¬ 
vocacy  journalism.  The  Guardian 
prints  all  of  its  stories  to  push  a 
particular  point  of  view,  such  as 
its  continual  harping  about  mu¬ 
nicipalizing  PG&E. 

I  write  columns,  clearly 
marked  as  opinion,  so  the  public 
can  decide  whether  or  not  a  posi¬ 
tion  I  have  taken  makes  sense. 
My  columns  don’t  wear  a  cloak 
of  objectivity  and  the  public 
knows  that. 

In  the  Guardian,  everything  is 
slanted  to  further  the  stated  ob¬ 
jectives  of  its  cause,  furthering 
the  so-called“progressive”  move¬ 
ment  that  many  people  feel  is  ru¬ 
ining  the  City  for  many  poor  and 
middle  class  people  and  families 
due  to  its  “regressive”  nature. 

In  the  June  13  Guardian,  it  ran 
a  photograph  that  was  tightly 
cropped  to  show  only  four  white 
males  -  it  cut  out  the  Asian  men 
and  women  and  other  dozen 
members  of  the  community  who 
make  the  recall  a  true  grass  roots 
movement. 

And,  as  expected,  the 
Guardian  wouldn’t  even  run  a 
letter  to  the  editor  responding  to 
their  hit-piece  article. 

I  despise  advocacy  journalism 
because  it  tries  to  tell  people 
“what  to  think,”  instead  of  giving 
them  information  from  multiple 
sources,  presented  in  a  fair  man¬ 
ner,  so  the  reader  can  make  up 
his  or  her  mind. 

That’s  why  I  almost  never 
pick  up  the  rag,  and  why  anyone 
with  half  a  brain  knows  that  the 
propaganda  in  the  Guardian  isn’t 
worth  reading  as  a  viable  news 
source. 

Real  Reason  for  Recall 

McGoldrick  has  a  record  over 
the  past  six  years. 

In  the  upcoming  election,  he 
has  to  defend  that  record  to  the 
people  who  put  him  in  office.  He 
also  has  to  explain  why  dozens 
of  his  constituents  have  been  sys¬ 
tematically  denied  access  or  re¬ 


buffed  in  their  efforts  to  be  repre¬ 
sented  at  City  Hall.  He  has  to  ex¬ 
plain  why  their  votes  on  election 
day  did  not  count  -  including 
those  concerning  Saturday  road 
closures  in  Golden  Gate  Park  and 
not  limiting  Tenancies-in- 
Common  as  a  way  for  first-time 
home  buyers  to  own  a  piece  of 
San  Francisco. 

In  June  alone,  McGoldrick 
withdrew  his  proposal  to  com¬ 
bine  most  of  the  elections  in  the 
city  into  one  super-election,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  rejected  his 
plan  to  increase  greens  fees  at 
Harding  Park,  and  the  city  con¬ 
troller  confirmed  that 
McGoldrick’s  plan  to  levy  an 
Inclusionary  Housing  tax  on  peo¬ 
ple  who  want  to  build  or  expand 
two-to-four-unit  buildings  will 
have  an  “extremely  adverse  im¬ 
pact”  on  home  building. 

After  reportedly  spending 
$7,000  to  poll  Richmond  resi¬ 
dents,  the  McGoldrick  campaign 
has  decided  to  attack  the  recall 
effort  instead  of  defending  the 
supervisor’s  record.  It’s  an  obvi¬ 
ous  act  of  desperation. 

McGoldrick  was  the  first 
choice  of  only  41  percent  of  the 
district’s  voters  in  the  last  elec¬ 
tion.  Given  his  arrogant  attitude 
and  flagrant  disregard  for  the 
concerns  of  a  majority  of  his 
constituents,  he  has  an  uphill 
climb. 

The  recall  committee’s  job  is 
simple  -  to  prove  the  supervisor 
is  malfeasant.  If  we  do  so,  we 
will  win.  If  we  don’t,  we  will 
lose. 

People  are  passionate  on  both 
sides  of  the  issue.  In  the  end,  the 
winning  message  will  resonate 
with  a  majority  of  the  Richmond 
District  residents  going  to  polls 
to  vote. 

But,  whatever  the  outcome  it 
will  be  the  will  of  the  people  that 
decides  the  issue.  It  will  be  the 
system  of  checks  and  balances 
that  ultimately  holds  a  politician 
accountable  for  representing  the 
people  he  serves,  even  if  he  is 
beyond  the  pale  of  the  electorate 
because  of  term  limits. 

That’s  called  democracy.

Editor: 

Why  are  the  City  Attorney’s  Office  and 
the  Municipal  Railway  so  insensitive  to  the 
citizens  of  San  Francisco? 

At  about  6:30  p.m.  on  Saturday,  May 
13,  2006,  I  boarded  the  2  Clement  bus  at 
33rd  Avenue  and  Clement  Street.  As  I  was 
returning  my  Fast  Pass  to  my  pocket,  the 
driver  released  the  brakes,  accelerated  and 
turned  sharply.  As  I  was  neither  seated  nor 
warned  to  hold  on,  I  was  thrown  against  a 
pole  and  a  side  window. 

The  resulting  injuries  were  a  broken 
arm,  shoulder  sprain,  head  injury  and  a  fa¬ 
cial  laceration.  Due  to  the  head  injury,  I 
was  not  aware  of  the  severity  of  my  in¬ 
juries  and  did  not  seek  medical  attention 
until  the  following  morning. 

I  believe  the  bus  driver,  who  was  look¬ 
ing  directly  at  me,  could  see  that  I  was  in¬ 
jured.  A  nearby  passenger,  moreover,  audi¬ 
bly  noted  that  I  was  bleeding.  The  driver 
did  nothing. 

Nor  have  city  agencies  been  responsive. 
More  than  four  moths  after  filing  a  claim 
against  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  I  learned  that  the  City 
Attorney’s  Office  does  not  inform  citizens 
of  the  progress  of  such  a  claim.  The  filing 
of  a  report  with  a  Muni  inspector  has  yield¬ 
ed  no  communication. 

Recent  arm  and  shoulder  surgery  has 
left  me  wearing  a  sling  for  the  second  con¬ 
secutive  year.  Having  been  self-employed 


for  more  than  30  years,  I  am  hampered 
professionally  by  this;  I  cannot  contract 
work  with  new  clients. 

Because  of  the  head  injury,  I  did  not  get 
the  bus  driver’s  name  and  identification 
number  -  information  crucial  to  my  claim. 
Requests  for  assistance  from  city  agencies 
have  gone  unheeded.  Thus,  I  would  be 
grateful  to  any  witnesses  of  the  May  13, 
2006  accident  who  can  call  me  at  387- 
1494  (on  evenings  or  weekends).  I  would 
especially  appreciate  a  call  from  the  wit¬ 
ness  who  said,  “That  man  is  bleeding!”

Foreclosure  overview 


As  interest  rates  increase  and 
the  rate  of  appreciation  decreas¬ 
es,  we  are  starting  to  see  more 
foreclosures.  They  are  more 
prevalent  outside  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area,  but  I  am 
starting  to  see  some  occurring  in 
the  City. 

Foreclosure  is  a  process  that 
allows  a  lender  to  recover  the 
amount  owed  on  a  property  in 
the  event  that  the  borrower  de¬ 
faults  on  a  loan.  Typically,  the 
lender  will  try  to  work  with  the 
owner  to  come  up  with  a  repay¬ 
ment  plan  if  at  all  possible  be¬ 
cause  the  banks  do  not  want  the 
properties  back. 

Usually  if  a  borrower  is  90- 
days  late,  the  lender  will  start  the 
foreclosure  process  by  recording 
a  Notice  of  Default  on  the  prop¬ 
erty.  This  gives  public  notice  that 
the  borrower  is  delinquent  and 
that,  unless  they  make  good  on 
the  loan  payments,  the  lender 
will  do  what  it  can  legally  to  re¬ 
cover  what  is  owed,  including 
principal,  back  interest,  late 
charges  and  legal  fees. 

Once  the  foreclosure  process 
is  initialed,  it  can  end  in  one  of 
four  ways: 

1)  The  borrower  can  reinstate 
the  loan  by  paying  off  the  default 
amount  during  the  grace  period; 

2)  The  borrower  can  sell  the 
property  to  someone  else  and  pay 
off  the  loan  and  the  other 
charges; 

3)  The  bank  files  for  a  Trustee 
Sale  and,  at  auction,  sells  the 
property; 

4)  The  bank  completes  the 
foreclosure  and  takes  ownership 
of  the  property. 

During  each  of  these  stages, 
there  are  opportunities  to  create  a 
win-win  situation  for  both  buyers 
and  sellers. 

Initially  during  the  foreclosure 
period,  a  new  buyer  and  the  sell¬ 
er  can  come  to  an  agreement  that 
the  buyer  will  pay  the  seller  a 
certain  amount  of  money  and  as¬ 
sume  the  balance  of  the  loan.  The 
buyer  can  then  apply  to  the  bank 
and  get  approved.  Both  parties 
can  benefit  because  the  buyer 


gets  the  property  and  the  seller 
avoided  foreclosure. 

If  a  trustee  sale  occurs,  the 
buyer  may  purchase  the  home  at 
an  auction  sale,  which  is  usually 
held  in  a  public  place  such  as  the 
front  steps  of  City  Hall.  The  bid¬ 
ding  process  occurs  fairly  quick¬ 
ly,  but  buyers  must  purchase  the 
property  for  all  cash  on  the  spot. 
The  disadvantage  is  that  most  of 
these  properties  are  bought  sight 
unseen,  which  means  it  could 
come  with  its  owr.  set  of  prob¬ 
lems,  such  as  massive  deferred 
maintenance,  tenant  issues  and/or 
owners  refusing  to  vacate. 
Because  of  these  factors,  the 
number  of  potential  buyers  is 
limited. 

Once  a  foreclosure  occurs,  the 
bank  becomes  the  owner  of  the

property.  The  bank  normally  will 
evict  the  occupants,  clear  the  ti¬ 
tle,  do  some  minor  cosmetic 
touch-up  work,  and  market  the 
property  through  a  local  agent 
and  the  Multiple  Listing  Service 
(MLS).  Thus,  it  becomes  a  nor¬ 
mal  sale  with  the  bank  as  the 
seller. 

There  are  different  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  buyers  of  foreclosure 
properties  along  each  step  of  the 
way.  The  most  difficult  parts  are 
identifying  and  contacting  the 
parties  involved  and  negotiating 
the  transaction  because  there  are 
strong  emotions  involved  when  a 
homeowner  is  losing  his  or  her 
home.  There  are  also  pitfalls 
along  the  way  and  always 
unforeseen  problems.  But  with 
persistence  and  some  experience, 
foreclosures  can  be  and  have 
been  a  way  to  riches  for  some  in¬ 
vestors.

The  playground,  which 
opened  in  1887,  is  located  in  the 
southeast  part  of  the  park,  near 
the  carousel  and  Sharon  Art 
Studio.  The  renovation  brought  it 
into  compliance  with  the 
American  Disabilities  Act 
(ADA)  and  California’s  safety 
regulations  for  playgrounds. 

Funding  for  the  renovation 
was  provided  by  the  SF 
Recreation  and  Park  Department, 
state  grants,  and  the  Koret 
Foundation,  which  contributed 
$1.8  million.

Town  Hail  Meeting  results 


-Water  rates,  pedestrian  safety,  crime,  ac¬ 
cess  to  health  care  and  graffiti — these  were 
just  a  few  of  the  topics  that  came  up  in  my 
first  Town  Hall  Meeting  since  being  elect¬ 
ed  to  the  state  Assembly. 

Leaders  from  various  city  departments, 
including  Recreation  and  Park,  SF  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  SF  Police 
Department,  and  SF  Public  Library  provid¬ 
ed  updates  and  answered  questions  from 
neighbors  on  various  issues. 

The  meeting,  which  took  place  at 
Lawton  Alternative  Elementary  School,  is 
the  first  in  a  series  of  meetings  that  I  am 
hosting  around  the  district  over  the  next 
few  months.  Town  Hall  Meetings  are  a 
great  way  for  residents  to  voice  their  con¬ 
cerns  and  to  inform  our  office  of  not  only 
problems  that  may  be  happening  in  the  dis¬ 
trict,  but  also  to  tell  us  about  what’s  work¬ 
ing  in  your  neighborhood.  Hearing  from 
you  about  what’s  going  on  in  our  neighbor¬ 
hoods  will  provide  us  with  valuable  infor¬ 
mation  to  make  sure  that  everyone’s  quali¬ 
ty  of  life  is  improving  and  the  necessary 
state  resources  are  directed  to  where  they 
are  needed. 

Toxic  Toys  Update  -  Last  month,  the 
state  Assembly  became  the  first  legislative 
body  in  America  to  pass  legislation  ban¬ 
ning  phthalates,  dangerous  toxic  chemicals 
used  in  baby  toys  and  child  care  products.  I 
authored  AB  1108  after  passing  a  similar 
ordinance  at  the  SF  Board  of  Supervisors. 

It  received  36  votes  on  the  first  try  on  the 
Assembly  floor  and  was  placed  on  recon¬ 
sideration.  The  chemical  industry  was 
strongly  opposed  to  the  bill,  but  after  a 


week  of  heavy 
lobbying  by 
proponents 
and  with  the 
help  of 
Assembly 
Speaker 
Fabian  Nunez, 
AB  1108 
passed  by  a 
vote  of  41-31. 

The  historic  vote  came  in  the  wake  of  a 
powerful  declaration  by  the  world’s  lead¬ 
ing  environmental  scientists,  who  warned 
that  exposure  to  common  chemicals  in¬ 
cluding  phthalates  makes  babies  more 
likely  to  develop  an  array  of  reproductive 
health  problems  later  in  life. 

On  May  24,  at  the  International 
Conference  on  Fetal  Programming  and 
Development  Toxicity,  200  scientists  also 
urged  leaders  not  to  wait  any  longer  to 
take  action.  The  bill  is  now  in  the  Senate, 
awaiting  a  hearing  in  the  Environmental 
Quality  Committee.
